What words 
can they express the horror they must feel at those crimes 
which should not even be mentioned among Christians did 
the modern world not flaunt them constantly before us in con- 
versation and in public print, making even a boast and a virtue 
of the abomination of desolation wherewith the human temple, 
that was meant for the indwelling of the Holy Ghost, is made 
waste and desolate. 

Life is precious with an eternal preciousness, and Chris- 
tian mothers will not refuse their duty nor forego the glory 
of giving to God those generations which on the last day may 
rise up, they and their children and their children’s children, 
a mighty throng, with palms in their hands and songs of joy 
upon their lips, to proclaim them blessed. 
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THE YOUNG MEN IN THE CAMPS. 


A great problem will soon be before us when the training camps are ‘ 


established to receive the vast number of young men who will be drafted 
for the army under the new bill. It is most~desirable, in particular, that 
the spiritual welfare of our Catholic young men should be attended to in 
some organized way. In this connection we shall do well to recall the 
experience of a Sodalist who was a supply officer for one of the Phila- 
delphia regiments which was ordered to the border not long ago. This 
young man wrote a letter to the Director of his Sodality in Philadelphia 
which was published in “The Queen’s Work,” in which he narrated his 
experiences. On coming into camp he realized the need of getting the 
Catholics in touch with the chaplain, and bethought himself of the or- 
ganization of his home Sodality. He used the same organization in the 
camp, choosing a good Catholic from every one of the fifteen companies 
in his regiment, and appointing him consultor for that company, he him- 
self taking the office of prefect. Having gathered these fifteen con- 
sultors together he told them that he, as prefect, would get in touch with 
the chaplain and find out when there was to be Mass and Communion. 
He would then call the consultors together and pass on the information 
té them, and they were expected to get in touch with very Catholic in 
their company and encourage him to come to Mass and Communion on 
the day appointed. The plan was so simple and effective that it worked 
admirably. Catholic young men who had neglected their duties at home 
were brought by this simple organization to regular attendance at Mass, 
and to frequent Communion. Nothing could be easier and more effective 
than to promote this plan of organization on a wide scale throughout the 
army. All that is needed is that a chaplain or some one of the soldiers 
should begin the movement in each regiment by selecting a young man for 
prefect and getting him to choose a consultor for every company. The 
consultors will make it their business to get in touch with every Catholic , 
in their company, and a meeting of the consultors will be called from time 
to time to give them the information and suggestions for religious work 
which are to be communicated to the Catholic soldiers in their respective 
companies. We earnestly recommend this plan to the chaplains and to 
the young men themselves. One Catholic in each regiment, competent to 
carry out this plan. can be the means of bringing immense benefit to all 
his Catholic comrades in camp.
